Joint resolution relative to the unexpended balance of an
appropriation made by Congress for the construction of Febras'y .18
wagon road from the western boundary of Minnesota to
the Missourt.

Whereas, by an act of congress, approved March third,
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, the sum of ten
thousand ($10, OOO) dollars was appropriated for the pur-
pose of constructing a wagon road from the western boun- preambie.
dary of this state, through southern Dakota, to the Mis-
souri river ; and

Whereas, By the provisions of said act the said appro-
priation was placed under the control of the secretary of |
the interior, by whom a commissioner was appointed to
superintend the construction of anid road in one thousand
eight hundred and sixty-five ; and

Whereas, The said commissioner " completed the con-
struction of said road to a point on the Missouri river at
Fort Thompson, near the forty-fourth parallel of latitude,
and made his officiel report to the secretary of the interior,
Oclober thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
five, showing an unexpeunded balance of three thousand
dollars ; thercfore

Joint Resolution relative to the Black Hills Wagon Road.

Whereas, By an Act of congress, approved March third
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, the sum of
twenty thousand (20,000) dollars was appropriasted to
open and counstruct a wagon road from the Missouri River

. to the mineral fields of the Black Hills, on the head waters

of-the Big Sheyenue River; and

Whereas, The construction on said road was suspended
in the spring of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six
on account of the hostile attitude of the Indians in that
vicinity, who had taken refuge in the Black Hills to evade
the military forces of Gen. Suily ; and

Whereas, A treaty was made with those Indians in Oc-
tober, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, by the
United States Peace Commissioners, by which is relin-
quished the right of way through said hills to Montana ; and

Whereas, The early development of the rich mineral
wealth of tho Black Hilla, lying within two hundred miles

of the western boundary of Minnesota, is of vital impor-
tance to the commercial interests of this state ; therefore,

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:
